In the past decade or two man has scored sigfial triumphs over some 
of the greatest killing diseases, particularly those classified as communicable, 
and to-day there is very little excuse for deaths from small pox, typhoid, 
tuberculosis or diphtheria. Preventive methods have almost placed these 
diseases in the harmless class. Twenty or 25 years ago it was a common¬ 
place to read of epidemics of these diseases sweeping off scores of people. 

Nowadays, anything more than a sporadic death from such diseases is re¬ 
garded as a reflection upon responsible public health authorities. 

Coincident with this clean up of the most dangerous of the com¬ 
municable diseases is a life-saving campaign among the newly-born. As 
a result of public educational work, improvements in sanitation, better 
dietetic care and precautionary methods adopted both by the medical pro¬ 
fession and parents a great dent has been put into infant mortality figures. 

To-day the infant’s chance of surviving the first two critical years of its 
life is multiplied many times as compared with 20 or 25 years ago. 

Great progress has also been made in both prevention and treatment of 
some of the diseases most responsible for deaths at the other end of the 
human life span—among the middle aged and the elderly. Some of these 
diseases have been definitely conquered and there is hope, almost amounting 
to a promise, that some of the other most deadly killers, such as cancer 
and heart disease, will be conquered by the ministrations of the physician 
or the surgeon or both. 

Diabetes, as everybody knows, has yielded to insulin and dietetic treat¬ 
ment. Only this spring a new technique was announced which promises 
to rob St. Vitus Dance and Arthritis of its terrors and even the common 
cold and influenza may be stamped out as a result of recent developments 
In the use of a new ultra-violet floodlamp. 

Discoveries made recently in the laboratories of world famous institu¬ 
tions and in the field of medical and surgical practice are multiplying with 
such rapidity that it is almost impossible for the lay mind to keep track 
of them. 

These discoveries, combined with the work of public health authorities 
and increasing public knowledge of the hazards of diseases and their cause, 
and increasing public knowledge of the hazards of diseases and their cause 
have resulted in an increase in life expectancy of approximately 25 years 
within the past 80 years and this prospect of life could be augmented by 
another ten years if full advantage were taken of available medical 
knowledge, according to medical authorities. And this statement does not 
take into consideration what may be achieved as a result of confidently an¬ 
ticipated discoveries in the next few years. 

The progress which has been made in these fields combined with other 
discoveries in the realms of chemistry and physical science has been so 
great that medical men are even now speculating on the possibility of the 
ability of science to probe the mysteries of life and death, sooner or later. 

Forecasts have been made by some of the bolder spirits that the time 
may come when man shall have dominion over death itself and they point 
t'o the work already done as a sign post leading to this highly problematic 
goal. 

Such a prediction is, however, at best, pure speculation, though un¬ 
doubtedly it is a fascinating one. No matter what has already been done 
in the fight to postpone the grim reaper’s summons or what may be on the 
threshold of the future, there is always the thought that there is an infinite 
spark, an integral part of the human ego, the origin and mystery of which 
may never be revealed to man through scientific channels, no matter how 
much he may strive to penetrate the veil.

He will establish headquarters In 
Fairbanks, where 190 balloons will be 
released for a six months’ investiga¬ 
tion beginning Sept. 1. 

Each of the gas-filled bags will 
carry aloft a two-pound “mechanical 
brain,” cylinder-shaped and contain¬ 
ing automatic weather-recording de¬ 
vices and a two-tube radio transmit¬ 
ter which will automatically report 
the readings to observers on the 
ground.

NOTES ON OUR TRAVELS 

Halifax, Thursday, August 12th, 1937 


Nova Scotia—Land of Historic Romance 

Our previous letter concluded with arrival at Montreal, 
where among others of the newspaper fraternity we met Ed¬ 
itor Bartlett of the Blairmore Enterprise, who had come 
from the west direct by rail, with several others from Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan. Meeting him the morning after 
arrival, he like others accustomed to the brisk air of iOe 
mountains complained of the humid heat of the eastern 
cities, where it does not cool off during the night. In order 
to try and get relief from the oppressive heat he sat on a 
garden seat in Dominion Square in Montreal till 3 a.m., find¬ 
ing the hotel too hot to sleep in. 

At 12.30 p.m. on Aug. 10 all who had assembled in Mon¬ 
treal from the western provinces and Ontario, also a number 
from the province of Quebec, departed on a special train for 
St. John, N.B. J. Harry Smith, manager of the Press 
Bureau of the C.P.R., Montreal, accompanied the party, 
* acting as official host on behalf of the company, in which 
capacity he is indeed popular. 

Crossing the mighty St. Lawrence a pleasant journey 
through this portion of the French speaking province of Que¬ 
bec was made to Megantic, where the railway enters the 
state of Maine, the principal city passed through enroute 
being Sherbrooke, which was celebrating its centenary. Our 
schedule did not permit of a brief stay there, so we had to 
content ourselves with viewing the decorations and observ¬ 
ing the factories of this manufacturing centre. For 222 miles 
the Canadian Pacific runs through the state of Maine, enter, 
ing New Brunswick at McAdam junction, thence it is 84 
miles to the seaport city of St. John, which was reached 
shortly before 6 a.in. 

A thick fog covering the city, we saw little of it, and pro¬ 
ceeded direct to the C.P.R. steamship “Princess Helene,’’ 
a sturdy steamship over 300 feet long similar to the “Em¬ 
presses’* of the Pacific coast operated by the C.P.R. It is an 
oil burning steamer, with spacious decks for promenading. 
Breakfast was awaiting us on board, which was heartily en¬ 
joyed after the all night train journey, the salty air of the 
Bay of Fundy adding to the keenness of our appetite. We 
had previously crossed this stretch of water between St.John, 
N. B., and Digby, N. S., in 1923, when it was just as foggy 
as on this trip, and the ship’s siren kept sounding at one- 
minute intervals almost the duration of the 40-mile trip 
across the rolling sea. Very obligingly it lifted as we ap- 
prached Digby Gap, and the sun shone brightly as we reach¬ 
ed this Nova Scotian fishing village of about 2,000 popula¬ 
tion. Here the tides rise to a height of 40 feet; the highest 
in the world, Having left St. John at 7 a.m., we reached 
Digby shortly after 10 a.m., and the entire press party of 
about 200 were the guests of the C.P.R, at a luncheon served 
in the “Pines’’ hotel, a beautiful building not unlike the 
Empress hotel at Victoria, though not as large. Its walls 
are covered with ivy, making it very attractive. The wait¬ 
resses wore costumes of the period of Evangeline, they evi¬ 
dently being young ladies from the various colleges of Nova 
Scotia, very polite and courteous and attentive to the wants 
of the guests. A very fine orchestra entertained the party 
with songs and music during the luncheon. During our 
brief stay some of the younger members of the party disport¬ 
ed in the fine pool, and would fain have lingered for awhile 
longer. 

But train schedules must be adhered to, consequently at 
1 p.m. “all aboard’’ was called on a special train on the 
Dominion Atlantic Railway. For several miles the train 
skirts the Bay of Fundy, while on the other side of the rail- 
road are seen fine farm lands producing crops of hay and 
grain which made one involuntarily turn his thoughts back 
to the dried plains of Saskatchewan, where there isn’t suf¬ 
ficient grass for cattle grazing. Here there seemed to be 
peace and contentment, where oxen are used to carry on 
work on the land, and where nobody appears to be in a 
hurry. 

Our first brief stop is Annapolis Royal, the “Port Royal” 
of the French, established in 1604 by Pierre du Guast de 
Monta, Lieutenant of the King of France. It was the first 
permanent European settlement in America, after St. Aug¬ 
ustin, Florida. Much interesting history centres around 
this old town, and the old fort and officers quarters remain 
to this day, now used as a museum. 

Proceeding onwards another 78 miles, thevillage of Grand 
Pre is reached. All who have read Longfellow’s poem, 
“Evangeline,’’ will recall his story of the expulsion of the 
Acadians from this peaceful country, which took place in 
1755, when nearly 3,000 Acadians were deported. It would 
take too long in a review of this nature to begin to tell the 
tragic story of the expulsion, which remains for all time the 
most tragic occurrence in Canada’s history. 

During our half hour stay here, a guide pointed out the 
points of interest, the beautiful statue of Evangeline, the 
work of HenH Hebert, one of Canada’s foremost sculptors 
and a direct descendant of the Grand Pre French; the well

CANCER RESEARCH No. 1 

The marvels of the telegraph, the 
telephone, electric light, wireless and 
the radio, were discovered only after] 
long preparation of the ground-work 
In physics. The discovery of Insulin j 
was made possible by a considerable 
preliminary ground-work which aid¬ 
ed Its discoverers In forging the final ] 
link. 

In the infectious diseases a similar 
ground-wo-k was established by the 
science of bacteriology, the life study 
of the Immortal Pasteur, 
through this work that either by the 
prevention of Infection or through 
direct attack by means of curative] 
serums, that diphtheria, lock-jaw, 
typhoid fever and pneumonia have 
been brought more or less under con- ] 
trol. There are strong hopes that by 
the efforts of research workers, can-] 
cer too, may yield up Its secrets. 

Cancer, In the opinion of most 
scientific workers, Is not a single dis¬ 
ease; It s rather a group of diseases, 
each one of which may have a cause 
group of causes. It arises In the 
body Itself and so far as known, has 
direct cause such as a germ, to 
produce it, although outside agencies] 
(such as Irritants of various kinds) 
may have a part in Its causation. It 
appears In persons otherwise appar¬ 
ently well; It may be born In a child. 
The disease seems to be one of life 
and growth resembling In many ways j 
tne growth of a child in the mother’s 
womb, but with the difference that, 
while the child has a father and 
mother, the cancer has no father—] 
only a mother; the mother being the 
tissues of the body which In some 
way have changed so that the micro¬ 
scopic cells which compose these 
tissues can grow uncontrolled. Since 
cancer is a part of our own bodies 
and is derived from them, It ob-

Open Golf Tournament, Sept. 9-11, At 
St. Andrew’s, Toronto 
The first of the former winners of 
the title to enter the lists for the 
Canadian open golf championship and 
custody of the Seagram Gold Cup is 
A1 Watrous of the Oakland Hills 
Club of Birmingham, Michigan, who 
was the winner at Mount Bruho in 
1922 when he finished one stroke In 
front of Tom Kerrigan with a 72- 
hole total of 303. He has been e 
member of two U.S. Ryder cup 
teams; was runner-up to Bobby 
Jones for the British open title in 
1926 and has a most consistent 
record in the U.S. open. Since he 
first competed in 1921 he has quali¬ 
fied for the American championship 
every year and only twice has had to 
do so In the sectional qualifying i 
rounds. This year he finished 30th | 
over his home course—his 297 being 
four strokes outside the money. 

Whenever Watrous competes In 
Canada he is sure to have a con¬ 
siderable number of professional 
hockey players in his gallery as he 
Is a strong supporter of the cham¬ 
pion Detroit Red Wings and knows 
nearly all the players In the National 
League.

Mr. Gouin’s Idea Is not entirely 
new. Indeed, it has long been the 
stock-in-trade of those gpod people 
who seem to think that a political or] 
economic difficulty can be solved by 
shifting a political boundary, by 
those other good people who seem to 
imagine that all the problems of gov¬ 
ernment and democracy are repre¬ 
sented by dollars and cents. 

The merging of the three Prairie 
Provinces and the three Maritime 
Provinces into two provinces, one In 
the East and one in the West, might 
save some money (though not as 
much as some people imagine). But 
it is Just possible that the saving of] 
a few hundred thousand dollars 
year would be heavily outweighed by j 
a discontent which, In any democ¬ 
racy, is far more to be dreaded than 
the expenditure of money. That is 
something too many of our would-be 
political designers seem entirely to 
overlook. 

In government, in these days, there 
is much to be said for centralization 
—in certain fields. But there Is Just ] 
as much to be said, If not more, for 
decentralization In other fields; for 
that local autonomy which, under 
democratic government in far-flung 
communities, seems essential to gov¬ 
ernment with the consent of the 
governed. Essential also to interest 
in government.—-Ottawa Journal.

Lines Of Longitude Separate Each 
Country's Possessions In Arctic 
The flights of Soviet airmen in the | 

Arctic regions have raised 
minds of not a few the question, ] 

"Who owns the North Pole?’ 
there is any land there at all, it has 
been asked, is it Canada’s by reason 
of the Dominion’s claim, made sev¬ 
eral years ago, to sovereignty over 
all lands between its Arctic main¬ 
land border and the top of the world ? 

Or does it belong to the United 
States because of Peary’s discovery 
of the spot just over 30 years ago? 

Or does it now belong to the U.S.S.R., 
by right of possession and settle¬ 
ment? Boundaries laid down for the 
international partition of the Arctic, 
it is said, are as invisible as is the 
boundary between Canada and the 
United States, but they are equally 
capable of exact delimitation. All 
that portion of the Arctic region 
coming within the projections of the 
lines of longitude of each country 
belongs to that country. Soviet Rus¬ 
sia claims everything in the segment 
between Murmansk and Bering Sea 
and the North Pole; the United 
States has sovereign control extend¬ 
ed from the mainland of Alaska be¬ 
tween Bering Sea and the eastern 
boundary of Alaska; and Canada has 
similar sovereign control of all that 
region, second in vastness only to

Radio Lessons For Schools 

Will Be Provided By C.B.C. States 
General Manager 

Radio broadcasts for the schools 
will be provided by the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation as soon as 
facilities are available and co-opera¬ 
tion of the provinces has been ob¬ 
tained, it was announced by Glad¬ 
stone Murray, general manager of 
the C.B.C. 

(A resolution requesting radio 
broadcasts similar to programs pre¬ 
sented by the British Broadcasting] 
Corporation was passed by the Cana¬ 
dian Teachers’ Federation at its 
Toronto convention.) 

The C.B.C., Mr. Murray said, has 
been planning to establish education¬ 
al broadcasts, “and we have already 
been in touch with educational 
authorities and the provinces.” The 
corporation did not have facilities 
for afternoon broadcasts in some 
parts of the country but he hoped 
they would be available at the end 
of the year.

PETROLEUM PRODUCTS PRICE 
INDEX 

A recently prepared price index, 
compiled from government data, 
shows that petroleum products, in re- ] 
lation to other commodity price in¬ 
dices from September 1933, kept more 
iform than any of them. From 
this date until January 9th, 1936, 
•ude oil prices had been established 
i a basis that remained unchanged. 
The index illustrates that in uni¬ 
formity of price level oil products 
made a substantially better showing 
than hides and leather, building mat- 
•ials, textiles, foods, or farm pro¬ 
ducts. It shows also that prices for 
oil products, compared with their 
1926 level, remained relatively lower 
than for all other commodities. 

Government authorities in oil pro¬ 
ducing areas, and not the oil compan- 
determine regularly how much 
oil shall be taken from the ground to 
meet current demand. In the United 
States the federal government has 
hand in it too. Oil producers may ap¬ 
pear before these agencies and state 
their case for increasing the amount 
of their production. It may be grant¬ 
ed and it may not. State regulatory 
commissions therefore translate into 
public policy the technical knowledge 
of the oil industry. 

Limited in this way, there have been 
times when there was not enough sur¬ 
plus crude oil for the refineries. For 
some months preceding the 193£ 
price raise, some refineries had actual¬ 
ly been paying premiums over the 
price posted by leading buyers 
crude oil. —B-10.
